35 EXPLANATION

1 This bill expands the national guard educational assistance
2 program, which currently provides educational assistance to

2 members of the lowa national guard who are enrolled as
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undergraduate students in a community college, a regents
university, or an accredited private institution, to national
guard members enrolled as graduate students in regents
universities or accredited private institutions.
The bill caps assistance at four semesters for full=time
graduate students and eight semesters for part=time graduate
10 students.
11 Current law provides that the amount of educational
12 assistance paid cannot be less than 50 percent of the resident
13 tuition rate established for regents universities.
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
